FUGITIVE FIGURES. 


Eluding the Grasp of the Ohio Re- 
turning Boards, 


— —— H— 


Late Returns of an Encouraging Nature 
to the Democrats—Where the Democracy 
Sustained Losses—The Frauds in Hamilton 
County. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Diapatch. 

Cotumsus, October 17.—As the revised returns 
come in the Republican majority continues to 
dwindle, and it seems now not at all improbable that 
when the offieial reports have all been made to the 
Secretary of State and tabulated the majority will 
settle down to 10,000, oratrifie under that ficure. 
It is a curious fact that every alteration or amenda- 
tion of the figures as sent broadcast over the 
country on the night of the election by the 
strictly non-partisan Associated Press has re- 
duced the Republican figures or increased those 
of the Democracy.

A Murder at La Crosse Followed by 
the Lynching of the Murderer, 


Sensational Scenes During the Attack on 
the Jail—A Rope Breaks With the Assas 
sin’s Weight—Details of the Tragedy.

La Crossz, Wis., October 17.— The City of La 
Crosse was last evening the scene of a most dastard- 
ly murder and of quick and awful retribution metsd 
out to the assassin. The Republicans of La Crosse 
were about to celebrate the result of the Ohio elec- 
tion, and F. A. Burton, the-president of the Blaine 
and Logan club, was marshaling the club in order 
for the torchlight procession about 8 p. m., when 
seven fevolver shots rang out. Every one of the 
bullets struck Mr. Burton, and he sank to the ground 
acorpse. The assassin had made his way up close 
behind his victim and without a word of warning 
bad emptied one revolver and part of another into 
the unconscious gentleman. The history of the 
tragedy is briefly told: A desperado called “Scotty,” 
whose real name was Nat Mitchell, with an old 
grudge against Burton, had murdered his enemy. 
The whole affair was over in a minute, and in an-

Some desired to find out why the mur- 
der had been done, but as a wild rumor was put 
afloat that the troops had been called out, the mul- 
titude would not delay. A thin rope was twisted 
about his throat and caught by hundreds of willing 
hands who ran to the nearest tree. Mitchell clutch:

ö ALEXANDER M. SULLIVAN DEAD. 

Lonpon, October 17.—Alexander M. Sullivan, the 
well-known Irish leader and one of the founders of 
the Home Rule movement, died at Dublin this morn- 


8 Martin Sullivan was born at Bantry, 
County Cork, in 1830. He succeeded Sir Charles 
Gavan Duffy in 1855 as editor of the Nation, of 
which he remained editor and proprietor until the 
close of 1876, when he was admitted to the Irish Bar. 
In 1877 the Benchers of the Inner Temple extended 
to him a “special case to the English Bar, where- 
upon he removed to London and engaged in legal 
practice. Mr. Sullivan represented the Home Rule 
interest in Parliament for the County of Louth from 
1874 to 1880. At the time of his death he was chair- 
man of the Executive in the Irish Permissive Bill 
Association, and vite-president of the Dublin Work- 
ingmen’s Club. In 1866 he was twice prosecuted by 
theGovernment on two separate indictments for sedi- 
tion, arising out of the Manchester executions, and, 
being convicted, underwent four months’ imprison- 
mentin Richmond Jail. Mr. Sullivan was married 
in 1861 to the only surviving daughter of John Don- 
avan, esq., of New Orleans.

FREE TRADE 
The Basis on Which the Democratic 
Party Should be Reconstructed. 


So Says Bill Morrison—His One Stereotyped 
Speech During the Campaign~His Chief 
Supporter, Sparks, Bases His Claim for 
Morrison on His Free Trade Views—Hori- 
zontal Bill’s Speech at Alton—Poor in Ar- 


gument and Substance. 


Mr. Wm. R. Morrison was advertised to speak to 
his constituents ata Democratic meeting at Alton 
Wednesday night. Some doubt seems to have ex- 
isted in the public mind as to Mr. Morrison's position 
on the great question of the present campaign, 
namely, the tariffissue. His opponent, Mr. Needles, 
in an interview with a Post-Dispatcu representative, 
made the positive statement that Mr. Morrison dodged 
the point in his public speeches, defended his own 
bill and denied that he was a free-trader. Many oth- 
er like statements have recently been made, some 
conveying the idea that he was an out-and-out free- 
trader; others, that for policy’s sake he professed 
protection, and still others that he refrained from 


making known what his opinions really are. Real. 
izing that only one of these could be correct and the 
other, misrepresentations, and in its capacity 
as an independent and fair journal ing to give 
Mr. Morrison an opportunity to show his hand, a 
Post-DispatoH reporter appeared at Alton Wednes- 
day night with the intention of interviewing Mr.Mor- 
rison and attending the 8 The gentleman 
from Illinois was found at the Madison House, and 
with his usual courtesy received the 
reporter, who Said: “Mr. Morrison, are 
you willing to make any statements to the Posr-Dis- 
PATCH m regard to your present canvass. and to the 
position you are assuming on the tariff issue.” 

“No, sir, I do not feel inclined to make any state- 
ment of any kind to a journal that has assumed the 
attitude toward me that the Post-Dispatcu has seen 
fit to assume; but in reply to the inquiry as to my 

ition on the tariff, I will say that 
in the two speeches which I made in this 
last session of Congress in reference to my horizon- 
tal bill may be found expounded in full my views 
on the subject, and if any one is doubtfulas to my 
position, reference to these speeches will do away 
with the uncertainty. In all the speeches that I 
have made during the last six years, and especially 
during the last four, there has never been one 
in which I have not touched upon this 
question and treated it fully 
enough to allow of no doubt as to my views. As I 
have said before. my speeches in Congress represent 
my position, and I recommend them to your in- 
spection.” 

This piain, straightforward statement places the 
question before his constituents in a simple hght, In 
voting fora ran ghar of their interests in Con- 
gress, it is for them to choose a man who agrees with 
their viewsonthe important questions the day. 
Foremost among these stands the question of pro- 
tection or free trade. If the people ofthe district 
incline to the latter theory: if they think that their 
worldly condition will be improved by megs | off 
the protection which causes the industries of this 
country to thrive; if, upon a careful inspection of 
Mr. Morrison’s speeches, they construe their spirit 
to be that of free trade—-then let them come 
forward and vote for the man who in a caucus 
meeting of the last Congress rose in his seat and 
said: “if the Democratic party of this country is 
going to choose between Carlisle and Randall in 
favor of the latter, then I say 
THE PARTY SHOULD BE RECONSTRUCTED ON A FREE- 

TRADE BASIS,” 
and that man is Mr. Wm. R. Morrison of Illinois. 

If, however, on the other hand, the tenor of these 
speeches is taken to be that of protection, and the 
the statement of Governor Koerner to Gen. Powell 
of the Western Nail Company, that Mr. Morrison 
is not a free-trader, be taken as true, then Mr Mor- 
rison is no more entitled to their free-trade votes 
than Mr, Needles. 

But if the voters come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Morrison is a free trader Mr. Needles 
a protectionist, their duty is clearly to side with the 
man who agrees with them on this question of para- 
mount importance. 

The meeting was held in the Alton Town Hall, and 
when Mr. Morrison was introduced as the first 

he room was filled to overflowing with

0 0 Morrison made 
substantially the same speech that he has been mak - 
ing elsewhere throughout thedistrict. He preserves 
this sameness of address, he says, so that his 
opponents may not claim that his exposition of his 
views on the tariff question varies from piace to 
place and that he modifies his statements according 
to local interests. He generally begins his speechgs 
by considering the two great parties, condemning 
the Republicans for the extravagant 
expenditures of their administration, and 
instances several cases where the public moneys 
have been wasted. When he was first sent to Con- 
gress by the old Twelfth District, the pay of a 
Congressman was $3,000. After Bakerand Hay had 
taken his place as Representatives of this district, 
he found when he was returned again that, not- 
withstanding the enormous cost of the war and 
the financial difficulty of the country at 
that time. the „ had been increased 
to $7,500 from $2,000. The Republican party, he says, 
has given 200,000,000 of acres tothe railroad co 
rations, and this amount of land in Germany sup- 
rts a population larger than that of the United 
tes. In regard to the tariff question he says that 
when a man tells you that a scheme 
can be devised by which foreigners can be 
made to pay the costs of administering your own 
affairs, he is either a fool or else takes you for one, 
and this is wha’ he suggests when he pleads for pro- 
tection. 

In regard to the personal characters of the two 
Presidential candidates, he says thatthe facts, as 
he understands them, are that 

MR. BLAINE HAS BEEN MARRIED ONCE TOO OFTEN, 
and Cleveland hasn't been married often enougn by 
once. He does not care to say anything against Mr. 
Blaine that charges aim with corruption,

An Irish Clergyman’s Description of 
of the People’s Sufferings, 


Rev. Father Anderson Talks About the 
Condition of Ireland—It is as Bad as It 
Can Be—The Policy of the Parliamentary 
Party. 


Rev. Father Anderson, Prior of the Order of St 
Augustine at Drogheda, Ireland, and one of the 
most prominent advocates of Irish independence, is 

at the Planters’ today. Father Anderson comes to 
America simply to rest and to see the country, and 
for no political purpose, as he gave his promise to 
the superior of his order that he would not take 


any part m any political demonstrations 
while in this country, He is one 
of those Irish clergyman who are true to the Irish 
cause and whose voices are always raised against 
the oppression of their people. Nothwithstanding 
his boidvess in denouncing outrages committed by 
English soldierly and constabulary, he has never 
been placed under arrest. Father Anderson in a 
chat with a Post-DispaTcu reporter gave a graphic 
picture of Ireland's condition and of the situation of 
the tenantry. Speaking of the talk of disaffection 
from Parnell's leadership, he said: 

“PARNELL IS THE LEADER 

of the Irish Pariiamentary poy to-day. He is ac- 
knowledged to be such and the hopes of the party 
are centered on him. If a vote 
could be taken in Ireland to-day on that issue everv 
man sent to Parliament would be pledged to support 
Parnell in his fight in the Commons. Of course 
there will always be found ratters and traitors in 
every party, and there are men in Pariiament who 
want to create dissension; but there is not one of 
them who will be sent back at the next election. 

What is the policy to be pursued now by the 
Nationalists?” 

“The policy now is for Parliamentary agitation. 
We have the nucleus of an active party in the 
House, whose aim will be to teach the English that 
if they will not give Ireland what 
she wants, she cannot have the legislation the Engl- 
ish themselves want. We wantto ho'd the balance 
of power, then the English will be compelled to yield 
to our wishes or disfranchise us outrigut, and say 
that we shall have no voice in the government. It 
is the policy of obstruction and it is bound to ac- 
complish one or the other result.“ 

Father Anderson said they bad no confidence in 
the Liberal party of England, and in fact no confi- 
dence in the English at all, 

On the subjectof the condition of the people he 
said it was as bad as it could be. 
That innocent men were hung, shot, 
imprisoned or exiled at the will of the soldiers. He 
said that martial law would be far preferable to the 
present condition of English rule in Ireland. The 
coercion act he denounced as the worst measure of 
tyranny, asit left no man secure from interference, 
and threw the entire power of life, death and liberty 
into the hands of afew unprincipled men. In his 
own town he said one of the best men in it was 
thrown into prison as a dangerons and dissolute 
character, and that to show what the 
people thought of him they 
elected him while in prison 
Alderman, Mayor, and Sheriff, and that the pressure 
became so strong that Buchshot Foster had to re- 
lease him. 


“IN MY COUNTRY,” 
said he, “after W your prosperity, your inde- 
sndent manhood and the spirit of enterprise and 
reedom whichI see in every Man, woman and 
child and which has built up ma few years cities 
that rival and will Surpass the greatest and richest 
elsewhere; towns where there is peace and plenty 
and a country full of happiness and 
content, I shall go k to my 
country to see a people in rags, starving 
and miserable. I have not been asked fora penny 
since Ihave been here, and there are thousands 
begging in Ireland. They say the Irish are worth- 
less, that it is their fault, but when they go elsewhere 
they are found prospering and taking leading posi- 
tions. They say they are lazy, but take the western 
part, where the land is poor, and after toiling ali the 
year to ruake a pittance out of the land, men, women 
and children, the men work when they can in coa! 
mines and go all through England., working in the 
fields. They live on nothing, sleep in 
barrels and lofts, deny theniselves everything 
and save every cent to go home and pay the rent, 
while their wives and children are nearly starving 
around them. What hope is there for a man who 
toils all the year around only to have enough to pay 
his rent and to have debts accumulated on him, and 
be finally thrown out of his home? The condition 
of Ireland is as bad as it can be. Whr, imagine 
what the condition of any country must be when 
such men 
AS CORNWALL AND FRENCH, 
who are guilty of the worst crimes against human- 
ity, are at the head of the detective force 
and* can accuse and imprison “= people 
at their own discretion. The fall of French was 
the fall of all of them. French is now shamming 
madness, but I came over inthe Bothnia with the 
hysician who made the medical examination of 
him, who told me that he was as certain as be could 
be that French was only pretending to be crazy. 
Nothing further need be said about the Irish people's 
sufferings after this. If the Irish had arms they 
would fight, but thet would be useless with 40,000 of 
the best troops of Eugland in the country and every 
police officer a sold er. It would be folly.” 

Father Anderson said that what the people wanted 
was entire legislative divorce from England, an 
Irish Queen, Lords and Commons. They were will- 
ing to accept Queen Victoria, but they wanted a 
separate legislature and separate laws. Then when 
the land should be held oy peasant proprietors 
there would be some chance for the Irish — — 
Referring to the dynamiters he said that Ireland 
should not be held responsible for their acts, 
and. besides, England had done worse 
things than use dynamite, as her hands were drip- 
ing with blood as the hands of no other nation in 
the world were. He said the Irish had tried every 
means, but without avail. Even agitation was put 
down with an iron hand by suppressing all demon. 
strations, and the strongest weapon they could use, 
“boycotting,” had a special provision in the crimes 
act against it, so the Phoenix Park murder, terrible 
as the crime was, had only served to call attention to 

eir true condition.

000 square miles, and lies between 
the fifteenth and twentieth degrees of north lat- 
itude, north of Siam, east of Menam-Khong, 
west of Anam and about 400 miles southwest 
of Tonquin. The reason why Laos has not 
been thoroughly explored is because almost 
every one who has attempted it has died of ma- 
larial fever. That part of the country in which 
the Krao lives is very swampy, is inhabited 

uly by the men who live in trees and by ele- 

hants and snakes. The people live in trees to 
escape the snakes and the wet ground, They 
weave the branches together and build huts 
therein. In climbing the trees they use their 
toes as a monkey does. They do not p the 
trees with their legs, as we do. She do 
not use fire. They live on dried fish, wild rice 
and the rind of green cocanut. eir only 
weapon is a club. 

Ten years ago Carl Bock, the author of 
The Man Hunters of Borneo’ and My Travels 
in Siam,’ was traveling in Asia on behalf of Mr. 
Farini, the Enclish num, to look for the 
tall people which were said to live there. In 
the court of the king of Burmah he saw and 
talked with a hairy family, which were kept by 
the king for his amusement, as Euro 
formerly kept fools and dwarfs. Bock tried in 
every way tosecure them to take to Europe, 
but he failed. He offered $100,000 for one of 
them, but money is no object there; they have 
more of it than they know what to do with. 
These people that k saw were the grand- 
children ofa hairy couple which Crawford, 
who went to Burmah in 1835 as English Pleni- 
potentiary, saw there, and of which he publish- 
ed an account in his book, ‘A Mission to the 
Court of Ava.’ Crawford said that these peo- 
ple had been given to the king of Burmah by 
the king of Laos. 

“Early in 1882 I joined Carl Bock at Singa- 
pore. We wenton the straits of Malacca and 
made an expedition into Rumbo, in the Malay 
penisular, where it was reported that a hairy 
race lived called Jacoons, but we did not find 
them. Wethen went to Rangoon and from 
thence to — the capital of Siam. Bock 
had once cured the prime minister of Siam of 
a malignant disorder. This was the means of 

rocuring us an escort, twenty elephants, and 
etters to the king of Laos. After a four 
months’ journey, partly by land and partly by 
1 we reached Kjang-Kjang, the capital of 


Our letter from the King of Siam procured 
us the good offices of the King of Laos, who 
gave us guides, fresh elephants, an escort of ten 
native soldiers, armed with spears and bows 
and poisoned arrows. After a journey of sev- 
eral weeks we came to the eee where the 

rd work to 
catch them or even to see thein. They are won- 
derfully alert, their scent is remarkably keen, 
and they are very shy and timid. © saw 
many of their huts built up in the branches of 
trees before we sawa person. At last we sur- 
prised and surrounded a family, a man, a wife 
and child, at their meal. We-madea dash for 
them and captured them. The nts made 
little resistance, but the child fo ht. scratched 
and bit like a monkey. None of them were 
clothed in —— but hair. We took them to 
Kjang-Kjang, and there the king refused to al- 
low the woman to go out of the country. He 
had a suverstition that it would bring him bad 
luck. She is kept in his court and treated with 
high consideration. She appeared to have little 
affection for the child, and made no opposition 
to its being taken from her. We started from 
Bangkok with the father and child. Ata stop- 
ping place cailed Chieng-May the whole party 
was attacked with cholera. The hairy man 
captured and three of the escort died. The rest 
recovered, though Mr. Bock came very near dy- 
ing. We landed in Europe with the child Oc- 
tober 4, 1882. The child is the child now known 
as Krao. We know by her teeth that is 8 
years old. She talks English and German, can 
read and write, and has developed the true 
feminine love of fine clothes. : 

„She is modest, affectionate, playful, and 
easily managed. Every part of her body is 
covered with hair except her palms and soles. 
The hair on her forearm graws 2 that 
on her back grows in ward toward the spine and 
will form a sort of mane, as her father and 
mother had, when she grows older. Her fore- 
head is covered with thick black hair about 
three-eighths of an inch long. The hair of her 
forehead is entirely distinct from the hair on 
her head. Her hands and feet, though entirely 
human in shape, have the prehensile qualities of 
a monkey’s nd. She has thirteen dorsal 
vertebrae: and thirteen pairs of ribs, like the 
chimpanzee, while we have only twelve. And 
she has péuchesin her mouth in which she 
carries nuts and other food like the apes.” 

At this point the visitor made the remark 
which stands at the inning of this article. 
Prof. Shelly disappeared for a moment and re- 
turned with the child. The pouches in the 
mouth were there, and in each one of them was 
a filbert almost as big as a hickory nut, and all 
that the professor had said about her was 
proved true. She talked intelligently and 
wrote her own name and the visitor’s name on 
the back of a photograph of herself, which she 
presented to her caller. She has been ex- 
amined by Prof. Virchow of Berlin- University ; 
Prof. Kirchhoff and Prof. Welcker of Halle 
University, Prof. Haeckel of Jena, Prof. Lucae, 
of Frankfort-on-the-Main, Prof. Hale, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and much has been written about 
her in the medical and scientific journals.
